Dear Mr. McKenna: 


I have been asked to investigate the possibility of obtaining permission 
from Magnavox to locate a receiver installation at the Plant #3 tower 
site with the antenna for the receiver mounted on the tower. The 
installation is for one of the local Amateur Radio "2 Meter" repeaters 
used for amateur communications within an area of approximately 20 to 50 
mile radius. The repeater, known as the "Murphy" repeater is one of 
several in the area, but the only one operating without benefit of | 
annual membership dues, thus operating on a very limited budget. There 
is no membership or club affiliation in order to allow free access by 
any duly licensed amateur. 


There are two by products of amateur radio and, specifically, the "2 

meter'' repeater mode of operation, which benefit the community and our 
country. For many years radio amateurs have been instrumental directly 
and/or indirectly in technological advances in the area of 
communications and electronics and offer their time and equipment freely 
in times of emergency. This second area is the one of particular 
interest to the local community. 'Hams", using the local repeaters, 
were deeply involved in emergency communications during the blizzard of 
"78 and the flood of '82 and offer a means of rapid coordination of 
parades, marathons, and similar events. Location of the receiving 
portion of this repeater at the Magnavox site would increase its range 
and usefulness, particularly in time of emergency. 


Use of the Magnavox facility would require: 


1. A source of A.C. power. 

2. Space for a standard 6 foot high relay rack in the building at the 
base of the tower. 

3. Space on the tower for the receiving antenna and the relay link 
antenna for retransmission to the repeater transmitter which is 
located in downtown Fort Wayne. 

4. A dedicated telephone line for use with the repeater's autopatch, a 
means of making local telephone calls from a 2 meter radio via the 
repeater, and for controlling the functions of the repeater 
remotely by telephone. This line would be programmed to lock out 
toll calls. 
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I have discussed the possibility of getting the telephone line with 
Ellsworth Smith and he sees no problem with such an arrangement. 


The repeater.owner has all of the required equipment and the 
installation costs will be paid by the owner and the Repeater Advisory 
Board, therefore, there would be no cost to Magnavox for installation. 


Should you have any questions, I will be glad to answer them and I can 
be reached here at Magnavox on extension 5186. I look forward to your 
reply.

Dear Mr. Bogel: 


I have received your request for space on the microwave tower located 

at Plant #3, for installation of a repeater for local radio amateurs. 

I have discussed this request with the personnel involved in maintaining 
our microwave equipment. We are aware of the community services pro- 
vided by the "Hams". However, we cannot, at this time, accommodate 

the request to locate a repeater on our tower for the following reasons: 


1. There is insufficient room in the building located 
at the base of the tower and we do not plan to 
allocate any R.F. equipment in the same building 

ce with the microwave equipment. 


2. We will be installing two (2) repeaters on the 
tower within the next month. An additional 
building is being located under the tower to house 
the relay racks associated with this equipment, 
and I doubt if it will accommodate an additional 
unit. 


3. There are several other Magnavox radio systems 
which may be added to the tower in the near future. 


4. We are reluctant to allocate space at frequencies 
which may interfere with other R.F. radios under 
test within close proximity of the tower. 


5. With the rapid expansion requirements of M.E.S.C. 
within the Fort Wayne area, we are not sure of 
what communications requirements will be needed in 
the near future. .
